Tokyo.— J a p a n is becom ing alarm ed 
a t tile o u tb rea k of a m ysterious epi­ 
dem ic in th e m iddle w est d istricts, of 
w hich th e re h a v e been 2,500 cases in 
th e last fo rtn ig h t and OOO deaths.

sleeping sickness, 
in 
w hich tile victims, m ostly elderly, fall 
into a doze a n d cann ot be aw akened, 
finally dying. 


T h e p ercen tag e of d eath s in some 
localities is 70. 
S everal leading phy­ 
sicians an d bacteriologists in Tokyo 
a re to u rin g the affected regions, but 
a re unable to tra c e the source of the 
epidem ic, but believe it is a form of 
sp in a l m eningitis.

was about on a par with other farm ­ 
ers in the same community who kopt 
records on their farm business the 
same year, according to the bulletin. 
In addition the 19 farms were earning 
about the same rate of interest on the 
entire amount of capital invested in 
them as other farms in their section 
of the state. The 19 farmers that year 
realized a net return of 7.09 per cent 
on their entire 
capital 
investment, 
while 29 other farmers in the same 
county, who started records the same 
year but who failed to continue them 
through the seven-year period, real­ 
ized 6.92 per cent on their capital in­ 
vestment. 
This was only .17 per cent 
less than the returns received by the 
19 farms. 
In 1922, however, after seven years 
of record keeping, the 19 farmers re­ 
ceived an average net return of 4.72 
per cent on their investment, while 45 
other men in the county who began to 
keep accounts in 1921 and 1922 re­ 
ceived an average net return of 3.39 
per cent on their Investment. In other 
words, the 19 farmers who had been 


keeping records for seven years real­ 
ized 1.33 per cent more on their invest­ 
ment In 1922 than did other farmers 
in the county who had just started 
keeping records. 
Even allowing for 
the slightly higher rate—.17 per r e l ­ 
earned by the 19 farmers in their first 
year of record keeping above that 
earned by the 29 other farmers in their 
neighborhood, 
the 
seyen-year-record 
keepers still profited 1.16 per cent on 
their entire capital investment in 1922 
as a result of improving the organiza­ 
tion of their farms and the methods 
which they followed. 
This additional net return of 1.1(1 
per cent when applied to the average 
capital Investment of $56,490 on the 19 
farms amounted to $655.28. 
It is evi­ 
dent, therefore, that the 19 farmers 
who kept records for the seven-year 
period realized an average net income 
in 1922 which was larger by approxi­ 
mately $650 than would have been the 
case had they not used the accounts to 
find out how they might improve their 
farm business, tile bulletin points out. 
A typical illustration of how the dif­ 
ferent farmers changed their farm 
business after they had 
kept 
and 
studied their records for a while is 
contained in the experience of one of 
the 19 farmers, who formerly tad 
sowed more than SO per cent of his 
crop land to corn and oats and bad 
used bluegrass for a hog pasture. 
Ac­ 
cording to his own statement, after he 
began to study his business he made 
the following changes: 
Ile adopted a rotation of corn, corn, 
oats, wheat and mixed clovers with an 
extra field of alfalfa. 
This change in the cropping plan, 
together with more live stock, made 
regular work throughout the year and 
required less labor during what were 
rush periods on many farms. 
After the new rotation of crops was 
started, he worked five less horses and 
used a tractor to take care of the 
peak load of work in getting crop land 
, ready in the spring. 
The alfalfa pasture and a self-feed­ 
er put his spring pigs In shape for the 
September market before the drop in 
prices. 
The use of limestone and phosphate, 
together with the new rotation of 
crops, increased the yields of corn 15 
to 20 bushels an acre and made the 
yields of other grains and crops cor­ 
respondingly better. 
Although the earnings of the 19 
farmers were above the average for 
other farms In the county, there was a 
wide difference in the earnings made 
on the 19 farms. 
For instance, the 
7 best paying farms of the 19, as a 
yearly average, made 4.52 per cent 
more on the investment than the 7 
poorest paying ones, or paid the opera­ 
tor $2,153 more for his labor and 
management.

A crea g e o f A lfa lfa Clim bs as 
Farm ers Learn Its W orth 
Alfalfa is not yet fully appreciated 
In Illinois, but more and more farmers 
are learning its merits and giving it a 
place in their cropping systems every 
year, J. C. Hackleman, crops extension 
specialist of the college of agriculture, 
University of Illinois, says. 
The acre­ 
age of this legume increased from 88,- 
968 acres in 1919 to 136,000 acres in 
1923, and this year probably will get 
another substantial increase, he said. 
“Alfalfa has many merits aside from 
its value as a soil improver. 
For one 
thing, tile crop is perhaps the greatest 
producer of a palatable forage of high 
nutritive value that is available to the 
farmer. 
Then, too, farm account rec­ 
ords show that it is a profitable crop 
when 
compared 
with 
any 
of 
the 
grains. 
“The alfalfa seeded this spring on 
land properly prepared for the crop 
has made fine growths. Farmers have 
reported July cuttings of as much as 
two tons of hay an acre from alfalfa 
seeded in April. 
Many who were not 
Av to seed their alfalfa meadows 


this spring made inquiries about Au­ 
gust seedings.” 


Summer seeding seems to he just 
as good as spring seeding in central 
and southern Illinois, provided enough 
moisture is in the ground to start ger­ 
mination. 
Alfalfa seeded In August 
sometimes fails to give a successful 
stand the following season because 
germination is delayed and tile small 
seedlings killed during the winter. 
Alfalfa should go into tile winter 
with at least four, or, better yet, six 
to eight inches of growth to be safest. 
Handling the soil to save moisture will 
give quick germination. 
It should he 
worked down immediately after plow­ 
ing and a firm subsurface established. 
The surface soil should De loose and 
well pulverized. 


A good grade of native, western or 
northern-grown seed of known origin 
is important for success with alfalfa, 
according to Mr. Hackleman. 
Inq>ort- 
ed seed may give very disastrous re­ 
sults and cause the farmer to lose not 
only his crop of alfalfa hut also his la­ 
bor and the use of his land for se vet ai 
months, lf not a full year.

Dusing and Berg 


Dorothy Canfield noted* American 
novelist has made modern family life 
the theme of many books in a new 
series recently. 
Laying stress upon 
what she believes to be the deplorable 
absence of father influence within the 
family circle, her views entitle her to 
thoughtful attention just at this time 
when the father and son movement 
is becoming world wide. 
According to Miss Canfield who in 
private life is MVs. John Redmond 
Fisher the direct feeling of responsi­ 
bility is too often lacking in the pres­ 
ent day father. 
One troubling factor in the modern 
home life is the absence of the hus­ 
band from the home. 
In the daily grind of wage earning 
much time is spent away from home; 
not alone does business call the mod­ 
ern man from his family circle, but 
the custom of seeking recreation and 
amusement away from the family and 
home help to contribute to the lack of 
real responsibility as a parent. 
Mo­ 
toring, golf, general club life and the 
habit of gathering about the card ta­ 
ble in billiard halls and pool rooms 
takes the man out of his home en­ 
vironment and in a large measure is 
the factor that contributes toward the 
lack of fatherhood in the home. 
The Father and 
Son 
movement 
which had its beginning in America, 
is becoming world wide. 
The movement is but a few years 
old and is the outgrowth of a ban­ 
quet given by the Y.M.C.A. at Prov­ 
idence, R. I., in 1907. 
W alter Head of Omaha, chairman 
of the national father and son commit­ 
tee of the United States in speaking 
at Geneva, Switzerland, Aug. 15 said: 
“The men who are to direct the des­ 
tiny of the nations of the world dur­ 
ing the next generation are now the 
young lads who are in our homes 
today. 
W hat greater privilege has a 
man than to give himself as an ad­ 
viser, companion and teacher, and as 
an inspiration to his son who tomor­ 
row steps into responsibilities, the sig­ 
nificance of which we cannot con­ 
ceive ? 
“Every man whether or not he 
bears the relationship of father and 
son, should give careful consideration 
to his own life, the ideals for which 
he stands, that his example will be 
an inspiration to the long life of to­ 
day. 
Possibly in those lines “give care­ 
ful consideration to his own life" lies 
the crux of the situation. 
The fath­ 
er who thinks that his example wheth­ 
er good or bad has no influence upon 
his son makes a fatal error. 
“Like 
my dad” is a common boyish expres­ 
sion. 
Miss Canfield in her article “Lack 
of Fatherhood in the Home” brings 
pressure to bear upon the idea of 
father and son companionship. 
She 
says “Even the hardest driven busi­ 
ness man might find a little more 
time to toss a baseball with his boy, 
to help his daughter with her geome­ 
try. 
The world can only hope for last­ 
ing. peace when ideals of brotherhood 
are recognized and accepted. 
The 
father and sen movement is turning 
toward that goal.
